llth Day Saturday 35 miles 

Hot tea and a breakfast roll started 
us on our way again. Just south of town 
we looked to our left and caught a 
glimpse of the gray walls of San Quentin 
Prison, Before we knew it we were into 
Mill Valley and turning off 101 to the 
Muir Woods National Monument. We spent 
an enjoyable 45 minutes walking through 
the grove of giant trees, in spite of the 
crowds of tourists that literally jammed 
the place. The Gray Line runs tours 
from San Francisco and there are quite 
often more tour busses than autos in the 
parking area. 

Our next stop was Sausalito, a one- 
time artist's colony. Most of the artists 
moved out shortly after the tourists 
moved in. We paused to ride along the 
main street and then look through the 
Trade Fair which used to be an old 
ferryboat before it was permanently 
anchored. We ran into a Mr. and Mrs. 
Blake of Long Beach, who had ridden up 
on their Electra-Glide for a few days of 
vacation. They were leaving as we ar 
rived soit was a brief*hello" and “good 
riding.” 

Fay, afraid of high places, wanted to 
walk across the Golden Gate Bridge. 
Alas, the sidewalk was on the wrong 
side so she picked out a spot on the 
rear of my helmet to look at while she 
rebruised my ribs as we rode across the 
famous bridge. It was quite a ride — that 
bridge can sway over a foot in a strong 
wind and the breezes were blowing. I 
was cantedintothe wind with Fay frozen 
to the seat, stiff as a sissy bar, and the 
cottonpicking road moving six inches 
from side to side. 

Driving in San Francisco can be 
downright dangerous with any vehicle 
and especially for a motorcycle loaded 
down as we were. The big problem is, 
if you catch some traffic lights wrong, 
you are on a 30 degree angle waiting for 
it to change. There are also street and 
cable car tracks to avoid. Considering 
all this, I avoided the more. direct route 
over the hills and took the Embarcadero 
around the peninsula and into the Civic 






Center on Market Street, 

After checkingintothe Olympic Hotel 
where we received some odd looks as 
we dismounted at the door, I took the 
Harley across the street to an indoor 
garage where they stuck it in & dark 
corner on the third floor, safe from curi- 
ous eyes, screwdrivers and wrenches. It 
was so safe, in fact, that we had trouble 
finding it when we were ready to leave. 

Saturday afternoon, Sunday and Mon- 
day morning, we toured San Francisco 
like any other rubbernecks, making good 
use of the Auto Club's guide book. We 
found one attraction not mentioned and 
it'S a tremendous bargain. Don't fail to 
take advantage of it when you tour San 
Francisco. 

The municipal railway which operates 
the cable cars, busses and trolleys, 
offers unlimited rides on Sundays and 
holidays for only 50€. This system is so 
laid out, we were told, that you are al- 
ways within 3 blocks of public trans- 
portation anywhere in the city. If Fay 
and I rode a block, we put over 200 
miles on the trolleys and cable cars. 


13th Day 146 miles 


We left San Francisco Monday after 
noon atl p.m., taking the scenic Skyline 
Drive south toward Santa Cruz. This 
route follows the ridge of the peninsula 
paralleling Highway 101 and the Bay- 
shore Freeway, three miles east of us. 
Quite often this road, winding around 
the pines, is shrouded with fog. For us, 
however, the sun smiled brightly and 
the temperature was quite comfortable. 
The week-enders had returned to their 
normal city routine and traffic was al- 
most non-existent, 

Located on another peninsula, Mon- 
terey is surrounded on three sides by 
Monterey Bay, the Pacific Ocean and 
Carmel Bay. the city dates back to 
1542 and has been under the flags of 
Spain, Mexico and now Old Glory. The 
Mission, The oldest building in town, 
was dedicated in the late 1700’s. Fay 
andI paused for a fish dinner on Fisher 
man’s Wharf. 


Stiff ocean breezes again forced the 
elimination of part of our planned trip. 
This time it was the famous 17-Mile 
Drive from Monterey to Carmel, one of 
the most scenic drives of this region. 
Instead, we took the more protected 
Route 1, 

The sun was getting low when we 
idled down the main street of Carmel to 
the beach. Carmel was established 
about:1904 as a retreat for artists and 
writers and is now an attractive resort 
and residential community. The name 
comes from the Mission San Carlos 
Borromeo Del Rio Carmelo, established 
in 1771 and located just south of town. 

The wind was cold and we donned 
our leathers while watching the sunset. 
The famous beach of white sand glowed 
a brilliant gold as Old Sol dipped into 
the Pacific, 

Dusk was deep when I found the 
turn-off to our campground and started 
following the signs to Riverside Park. 
I was convinced we were lost when the 
road led into a farm house driveway. 
“Keep going,” said Fay, and we finally 
arrived, after nearly riding over a 30- 
foot embankment. 

The campground was crowded with 
other vacationers and we took the last 
available table. The children were 
naturally curious about the big motor 
cycle and soon several parents had 
drifted over, 

They were allfriendly,as vacationers 
are wont to be,and several were amazed 
at the amount of equipment we had 
crammed into the box. One couple in- 
vited us to share their meal, but we had 
just eaten, so joined them for coffee, 


14th Day Tuesday 409 miles 


It was 9:30 a.m. when we left the 
Carmel Valley, I was afraid Fay would 
object to more of Scenic Route 1 again 
and there are no connecting roads to 
turn off once you're started. Truth of 
the matter is, there are darn few places 
to even tum around. So we jogged north 
to Route 68 and west to 101 through 
Spreckles and then south to Greenfield 
for breakfast. 

Spreckles is named for the sugar 
company and boasts of one of the largest 
beet processing plants in the world. 
The beets are grown extensively in the 
surrounding valley. Towards King City, 
enormous fields of lettuce are intere 
spersed with cattle ranches. 

Highway 101 follows the Salinas 
River through the valley. This river 
flows underground except during the 
rainy season and is the only major river 
in the U.S. that flows its entire route 
from south to north. Hwy. 101 closely 
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QUESTION: Will you please tell me 

if a Honda Scrambler 
CL-77 front and rear fenders fit a 
Honda Super Hawk or a Honda 450? 
If not, where can you buy scrambler 
fenders for a Super Hawk and 450? 

Where could I buy ‘a fibreglass 
tank, (at least 3 gallons) for a 450, 
that is metalflake or solid color, 
with teardrop form. 

Will megaphones increase the 
performance of my engine much? 
What approximate jet change should 
I make for a 305 and 450? 

What is the largest size rear tire 
that I can put on my 450. and 305 
without hindering low-end or top 
performance? I am referring to a 
semi-knobby or universal. 

I have heard hundreds of rumors 
about Honda. Can you tell me if any 
of them are true? First off they say 
that the 160 will be discontinued 
and a 175 put in its place; the 305 
would be discontinued and either a 
320 or 350 would take over; a 450 
scrambler would be put out and 
either a new 620cc or 650cc will be 
manufactured. Some say it would 
have four cylinders and four carbs. 
C.W. — Whitefield, Oklahoma. 


ANSWER: None of the models you 

mention have interchange- 
able fenders, although almost any 
fender can be mounted with a change 
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in the mounting brackets. The Super 
Hawk and 450 brackets could be 
easily adapted to a set of CL-77 
fenders. There are no scrambler 
fenders in production for the 305 
Super Hawk and 450 Super Sports. 

There are two or more manufac- 
turers of fibreglass tanks that will 
mount to a 450. A leading distributor 
of Honda Scrambler equipment, es- 
pecially for the 450 is Hot Shoe, 
Monte Darling of Circle City Cycle 
Center, listed in the Cycle News 
Dealer Directory. He has what you 
need for the 450. 

Yes, megaphones (without baf- 
fels) will increase your engine's 
performance. On each model an in- 
crease of two steps richer will be 
required in jetting. 

The largest tire we recommend is 
4.00x18 in a Goodyear all-traction or 
grasshopper. However, it is recom- 
mended that the swinging arm be 
extended one inch,on both the 305 
and 450; so that a good range of 
chain adjustment will be available. 
Remember, the bigger the tire you 
tun the higher your gear ratio; so 
compensate accordingly. 

Yes, the 160 is discontinued by 
Honda and it has been replaced with 
the 175. No, the 305 will not be dis- 
continued. Yes, there will be a 
450cc scrambler. Honda will release 
it approximately in August. No, 
there is no sign as yet that Honda 
will phase out the 450 in the near 
future, but maybe someday we will 
see a 650 as you describe. Not many 
expected a 450 until a short time 
prior to release. 


QUESTION: My engine misses at 

high speed or after I 
have run it for ten minutes or so. 
Everything has been checked out, 
such as timing, points and valves. 
Someone suggested that the coil may 
be shorting out when it gets hot. 


How can I check this? 


ANSWER: Remove the coil from the 
machine and heat it in an 
oven for about 15 minutes at 200 de- 
grees and then check the continuity 
of the windings. If there is a short 
which develops upon heating, it 
should show up this way. : 


QUESTION: While skimming through 
your weekly classified 
section I continually run across a 
term of which I am not 100% sure. 
What exactly is a “basket case”? I 
am considering purchasing a Van 
Tech frame kit for my Honda S-90 
scrambles machine. Is this kit con- 
sidered illegal by District 37 offi- 
cials? S.E. — Whittier, Calif. 
ANSWER: Why, bless your heart, a 
“basket case” is slang 
for a disassembled motorcycle. Dis- 
trict 37 has no objection to sports- 
men using commercial frame kits 
such as Van Tech, Metisse, etc.

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follows the old mission trail from San 
Diego to Sonoma. The 600-mile route 
was known as the El Camino Real 
(literally translated — The Royal Road) 
and eventually The High Way. It is now 
an interstate freeway and freeway traffic 
terrifies Fay. At Paso Robles, she was 
literally trembling and wasn’t far from 
hysterics in anticipation of crossing the 
L.A. Basin during the evening crush of 
traffic. So we put in at the bus station 
and I shipped her home on a Greyhound, 

Now that I could get the Harley out 
of third gear without squawks of com- 
plaint from the rear, I unbridled the 
horses and swept down La Cuesta's 7% 
grade through San Luis Obispo and into 
Pismo Beach for a dinner of the Giant 
Clams which are famous in this area. 

At Buellton, I left 101 for a side trip 
at Solvang, also known as Little Den- 
mark. It is one of the most unusual — in 
fact, unique — towns in the country. 
Settled in 1912 by Danes, the architec- 
ture of the entire town is Danish, even 
the service station where I refueled. 
Only exception is the Mission Santa 
Inez established in 1804 as one of the 
chain along the El Camino Real, , 

Returning to the main highway, I 
headed home, making only one gas stop 
in Oxnard and arriving in Pomona at 
7 p.m. By the time Fay’s bus arrived at 
9, I had unloaded, gunked and washed 
the bike and was sound asleep on thé 
Harley in the station’s parking lot when 
she debarked. 

Talk about economic traveling, we 
covered 2240 miles on our Harley 74 
consuming 64.8 gallons of gasoline for 
a total fuel bill of $24,01. Our meals, 
drinks and groceries ran $83.54 and 
rooms and campground charges totaled 
another $68.43. With all the other in- 
cidentals, it cost us just 2 pennies less 
than $8.00 per day per person, which 
goes to show that it's cheaper to travel 
on a Harley-Davidson than it is to live 
at home.

Koepke is best known as the man 
chiefly responsible for the design and 
success of the Hodaka Ace 90.

A Bad Week For Accidents 
This week has been a very tragic one for motorcycle enthusiasts. Acci- 
dents are always imminent in every walk of life, but motorcycle riders are 
probably more aware, and therefore in better control of their safety than most 
noneriders realize. Therefore, in my opinion, nearly every accident that hap- 
pens to a motorcycle rider, especially racing experts, has to be classified as 
a freak accident, some so unusual that no amount of protection could com- 


week. 


pletely eliminate them. 


-Every year, however, we learn more about the causes of accidents as 
we push back the limits of what it is possible to do with two wheels and a 
motor. So it may truly be said that those who have suffered or died at the 


handlebars have not done so in vain. 


Control is in the hands and the heads 


of the riders. As we learn better ways to control our bikes in all situations, 
the rate of accidents is decreasing. We are winning the war against death and 
‘injury on the track and the road, but the casualty list is the price we pay. 
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First lap of Amateur 10-lap Main Event finds Keith Kruser (57r) fighting off the advances of 
Ron Lacher (95r) and Carl Patrick (29x). 
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The last tuneup for the Ascot Na- 
tional produced again another winner 
in the Expert final, Friday, Sept. 1, 
to further cloud the advance predic- 
tions for the big one this Saturday 
night. Dan Haaby jumped back into 
the limelight and the winner's circle 
for the first time since June 16th and 
became the sixth different rider in 
the last six outings to win the feature. 

Dashing Dan chased Mel Lacher 
and Chuck Jones for over seven laps 
before pushing the Bray-BSA to the 
front position and on to finish first 
for the fifth time this year. 

Lacher led the first three laps, 
Jones led the next four and Haaby 
the final eight to give all three top 
billing in this week’s potential col- 
umn. None of the three have ever 
won a national race. 


Freaked-Out Trophy Dash 

Haaby also scored another one in 
the Trophy Dash. He was the last 
man to make the four-rider field that 
is based on fastest heat race times, 
having run second to Jim Nicholson. 
This race produced another of the 
typical Ascot surprises and had to 
actually be run twice. 

In the first Dash attempt, Jones 
andNicholson were running 1-2, side 
by side down the back stretch, Jim 
next to the wall. Then Jones gave 
Nicholson a mighty shove. As Nichol- 
son’s bike bounced off the fence, 
the bars of the Dudek Triumph lodged 
over the rear of Jones’ seat. Jim’s 
left arm was burned raw by the spin- 
ning rear wheel of Chuck’s machine 
before he was able to unload and

walk away, but the machines stayed 
locked together, and Jones dragged 
both bikes nearly a full half-lap be- 
fore turning into the infield and 
crashing. 

Tempers flared, and while the 
machines were checked over and the 
riders cooled off, the Novice Main 
was run. The eventual Dash win 
went to Haaby with Shorty Seabourne 
taking second. Nicholson and Jones 
ran three-four. 


Haaby Holds Slight Point Edge 

Haaby's twin wins also extended 
his narrow point lead over Mel Lach- 
er. Mel again fell off the pace late 
in the final and finished in 7th. 

Roger Goldthwaite and Gary 
Waldo again supplied the one-two 
punch in the Amateur class. These 
two ran together all the way with 
Goldthwaite picking up his fourth 
Main Event win in five weeks. 

It was also time in the Novice 
class for another old face to re- 
appear. Dave Smith won the Main 
once again but it was a long time 
coming. His last time in Victory 
Lane was way back on August 4th. 
Smith rode a perfect race, made no 
mistakes and went wire to wire for 
his sixth win of the season. 

Rick Durkee, the semi winner, 
shot from the back row to pressure 
Smith all the way, but the H-D topped 
the Suzuki and Smith retained his 
small point lead over Rick Elisarraras 
who had to settle for fourth. 

The Novice riders hold a regular 
season race this Friday night along 
with National time trials for the 
Amateur and Expert riders.

1967 BONNE VILLE 
SPEED WEEK

Nine miles of graded salt surface, devoid of any animal life and marked 
only by a black line down its center. Heat so intense that thermometers are 
still climbing at 111 degrees and when you stand in the protective shade of 
an umbrella or tent, a torturous burn can result from reflectiono ff the white salts, 


How large are these expanses of 
white salt? Such, that should a man’s 
family be impassioned with the be- 
lief of throwing salt that lay on the 
ground, over the shoulder for luck, 
his descendants would be occupied 
beyond any length of recordable 
calendar. 

Despite the unattractive nothing- 
ness, man and his machines trek to 
this location once each year and 
take advantage of the level ground 
nature has provided. To some, the 
nine miles provide a pathway to 
exciting speeds and prestige of ob- 
taining a national speed record. 
Others stay one week andreturn home 
wiser, but poor in finance and self- 
confidence. 


First The Proud 


Harley-Davidson and Suzuki have 
every right to the records obtained 
during National speed week. 

Warner Riley of Skokie, Illinois, 
established the fastest two-way 
record for 1967 on an open framed 
and partially streamlined Harley- 
Davidson. Don Blessing, of Southern 
California, rode his 250cc Suzuki to 
speeds greater than anything under 
55 inches. 

Warner and his Sportster with 
special barrels that totaled 1250cc 
averaged 153.452 with a fairing for 
the PS-A 3000 class and ran unfaired 
to a record of 149.782 in the C-A 
class. Warner could have run fuel 
since his alterations of the cylinders 
placed the engine in A classification 
which allows any fuel, but the com- 
bustion mixture was restrained to 
pump gas. It is only fair to mention 
that Warner was accompanied and 
advised by Leo Payne, Harley drag 
pro and sponsored by Sta-Lube Oil Co. 

Don Blessing had visited Bonne- 
ville in 1966 to run his Suzuki to a 
record in the C-C 250 class. This 
year. Don combined the knowledge he 
had gained with new determination, 
and set an unprecedented two way 
average speed record of 128.182 
miles per hour in PS-C class. It took 
some real special doings at an alti- 
tude of 4000 feet to provide that 
two-stroke with enough oxygen for 
such performance. Don also set a 
two-way record on Saturday's last 
hours of record attempts at 125.121 
miles per hour. 

The only close contender below 
55 inches of displacement was Nira 
Johnson's Sta-Lube Special Triumph 
that set a record of 125.022 in the 
altered frame, stock engine class. 

Salt Lake City, Utah is just 125 
miles from this famous speed site 
and Bob Vaughan feels like he is 
playing in the back yard since his 
home and dealer-sponsor are located 
in the Utah capital. 

Bob and the crew took home more 
records than I have ever seen a man 
and machine accumulate at one time 
— five in all. Kawasaki can be quite 
proud of the 175cc that Bob entered 
in the following classes; C-C, C-A, 
A-C, PS-A, APS-C. The best two 
way average was 93.567 miles per 
hour. Bob Vaughan’s dealer is also 
the distributor for Sta-Lube in Utah. 

Kawasaki is right on the heels of 
Suzuki's top record. Chief Galbraith 
set a two-way record in the PS-A 
250cc class of 118.421. Next year 
the Chief will try and scalp Don 
Blessing’s record. 

Honda was not in top form this 
year at the salt flats except for the 
55cc record set by Harry Wolfley in 
63.809 miles per hour for class A-A. 
Harry had never burned fuel before 
but resorted toit when several others 
had entered the class and were seen 
tipping the can. I guess you can 
learn a lot when the pressure is on. 
Others never seem to learn, however, 
as Dennis Manning’s record for a 
blown 450 Honda seems to prove. 
83.821 miles per hour. That’s only 
slightly faster than a 100cc machine. 

Velocette Velocity 

The 500cc records were topped 
by Velocettesridden by Jim Eversole 
and Mark Lloyd Dees, Single cylinder 


torque pumps that set records in PS- 
A and C-A divisions. Jim's miles 
per hour was 105.888 for the two 
way and Mark Lloyd ran a better 
speed without the benefit of a fair- 
ing like Jim's. Mark's record stood 
at 109.0010 on Thursday, but was 
raised to 111.325 on Saturday. 


Indian Was Fastest 

Although there were three stream- 
liners on the salt for attempts at the 
ultimate speeds, only Burt Munro's 
100cc Indian did the deed. Burt 
tucked into his little New Zealand 
bomb for a record of 183.586 miles 
per hour. Though both Burt and the 
Indian show signs of age there are 
none to match them in endurance and 
accomplishment but there sure are a 
couple of folks to thank, such as 
Sam Pierce, and whatever power 
keeps a 69-year-old manracing motor- 
cycles.

M-B Tops 80 

Ialmostoverlookedan outstanding 
record in the 100cc department. Don 
Vesco took time off from running his 
Offy-powered streamliner to set a 
record in the 100cc A-A division. 
Don ran a two-way average speed of 
82,315 miles per hour with a Moto 
Beta. The only one of its kind on the 
salt flats and the only one of 100cc 
to top 80 miles per! 

Also Rans 

Rich and Gary Richards, Bob 
Leppan, Murray & Cook, Don McEvoy, 
James Enz, Montero, Macias, West 
and many others were top dogs who 
received a meatless bone. 

Actually there were more than 
fifty entries and 18 riders established 
record. That leaves a balance of 32 
who went home without the satisfac- 
tion of accomplishment. Some could 
have had a record but didn't consider 
it good enough to record. One such 
was James Stephens who traveled 
from Detroit, Michigan with the Gyro- 
naut crew and entered a 650cc Tri- 
umph in the PS-A class. There was 
no previous record and James turned 
139 miles per hour. He didn't run the 
two-way and went home leaving it 
until next year. 

Bob Leppan tipped the nitro can 
in an attempt to break last years 
record, after trying unsuccessfully 
with straight alcohol. The alky took 


the streamliner up to 245.23 miles

Friday evening andit wasn't enough; 
Leppan turned 220.85 in a four mile 
run arid time was up. The problems 
of nitro burning will have to wait 
and be cured in 1968. 

Attempts at top speed may not be 
the competition of two racers side 
by side, but two men aiming at the 
same class record such as Jimmy 
Enz's twin-engine Enfield and Don 
McEvoy's Triumph double can pro- 
vide all the excitement of a three- 
mile drag race. For the first half of 
Bonneville Speed week, both ma- 
chines were running gas and both 
Enz and McEvoy's machines turned 
164 miles per hour. Thursday each 
filled the tanks with nitro and began 
an accelerating race for qualification 
in the A-A 3000 class. Friday eve- 
ning, Enz turned 190.89 — and Mc 
Evoy's rider Buddy Martinez stopped 
the timing clocks at 194.80 miles 
per hour. 


The End Of Enz's Enfield 

Jimmy ran into trouble on his last 
run, breaking the drive chains and 
Shredding the rubber from his rear 
tire. The Enfield was loaded on its 
truck and Jimmy said, “I’m all done 
until next year." . 

McEvoy and Martinez looked in 
prime shape and prepared the Triumph 
for a chance at the record set last 
year by Murray and Cook's Triumph 
at 191.302 mph. 

Murrày and Cook changed their 
classification for this year to APS-A 
with a beautiful fairing. Torco Oil 
Co. sponsored these fellows and 
Dunlop provided. high speed tires 
designed for upwards of 280 miles 
per hour. Hard luck was. perched in 
the Triumph camp. As the week pro- 
gressed, M& C burned some 6 pistons 
and two cylinder heads were de- 
Stroyed. It looked as though it was 
all over for M & C until Nira Johnson 
came along and loaned them two 
heads. Don McEvoy had already pro- 
vided pistons and so if a record was 
set the list of sponsors would reach 
from front to rear page of Cycle News. 

Friday the qualifying attempts 
were made to better an existing 
record of 156 miles per hour and 
success showed a glimmer of hope 
when the timers read a speed of 
191.48 miles per hour. At the runs 
end, everything was in top shape 
and the machine was loaded, to pre- 
serve for Saturday morning. 


Last Chance 
The dawn was on time and every- 





thing looked perfect for both of the 
twin engine Triumphs. But alas, 
trouble came. 


Martinez was towed up to speed 
by Emma McEvoy and then Buddy 
drifted loose to drop the clutch, 
bang! A chain severed and ended the 
McEvoy Martinez chance at an open 
framed bike record. 

Jim Cook piloted the two car for 
Boris Murray and their double fired 
without hesitation, but the mix was 
too rich and the engine would not 
clear its cylinders. The Triumph 
double went through the lights at 
160.714 miles per hour. That’s better 
than the record. Only an equal or 
better return run was needed. Almost 
immediately it was found that a rear 
wheel bearing had frozen up. Jim 
Cook raced back to the starting line 
area and borrowed the complete rear 
wheel from Don McEvoy. Change was 
made, chain adjusted and the return 
run Started. The double fired well 
and approached the quarter-mile 
lights in excellent acceleration but 
suddenly the machine was thrown off 
course to the right. From the tower it 
looked as though it had been casual- 
ly steered off, but a later investiga- 
tion showed that the axle nuts had 
not been tightened due to urgent 
haste in the wheel swap and the 
wheel had cocked in the frame. Care 
tohavethat happen at 160 plus miles 
per hour?! Alas, no record for M & C, 
but praise bé that Murray came 
through unharmed. 

Safety Improvement 

Each machine during a week's 
racing is torn down, built up and 
sometimes virtually replaced and as 
the week grows shorter nerves are 
driven to a ragged edge. Murray and 
Cook could have suffered to God- 
only-knows what extent but luck was 
with them. Each machine should be 
inspected each day before a run can 
be made. This is especially true of 
bikes that travel at better than 150 
miles per hour. 

Also I believe that axle nuts 
should be safety wired ur held in 
place with a cotter key. 

Earl Flanders is virtually all 
alone in the responsible position of 
Bonneville Referee and I think he 
should have a full time assistant to 
maintain safety. 

Record Classification 

Don McEvoy and Jimmy Enz both 
achieved speeds of 164 mph on gaso- 
line. But there is norecord classifi- 
cation which provides recognition 
for the world’s fastest gas powered 
machine. Due to the fact that two 
engines are being used, their engine 
classification is automatically des- 
ignated Altered. Warner Riley*s 153 
mph record shows not whether he is 
burning gas or fuel, since it is op- 
tional. with an altered engine. 

Let the A.M.A. designate AG for 
gas and AF for fuel; that way credit 
will go as credit is due! 

Did you know that there is no re- 
ward other than a certificate for set- 
ting a Bonneville record? 

There were two exceptions this 
year, as one trophy was to be award- 
ed the fastest Open frame record and 
another for the fastest streamliner, 
donated by Weber Tool Company. 

I'm sure that a little effort by Mr. 
Flanders or the A.M.A. would easily 
provide trophies for everyone. I can 
obtain them at the drags and they 
are *insignificant" events compared 
with the Bonneville Nationals. 

As I said, a good year for some 
and bad for others. Maybe next year 
will be good for all.

OLD HAT WITH A NEW 
WRINKLE 


So you're a beginner on a Trail- 
bike? Hardly had a foot in the dirt? 
Well don’t let it hang you up when 
it comes time to send your entry in 
for the ‘67 Cactus Derby Endurance 
Run this October 1, Here's one run 
you are goint to finish — guaranteed. 
For if ever an Enduro was tailored 
for the first-timer, this year's Der- 
by is it! 

It wasn't always this way — back 
in 1935, and immediately following 
the War, it was the orneriest go a 
boondockin" bike rider could imagine, 
its toughness compounded by the 
fact that the Derby boasted an inky- 
black midnight start. That's right, 
the first man, usually aboard a huge 
74 Indian or Harley, shoved off at 
12:01 in the morning to battle dark- 
ness, desert, and occasional sub- 
freezing temperatures just to get to 
breakfast 6 hours later — then an- 
other couple hundred miles to the 
finish in late afternoon the next day! 

They'd Rather Join 

Ironically, a couple of those com- 
petitors of old, working on the pre- 
mise that they'd rather join *em than 
fight *em, are today members of the 
layout crew that stage the new 
streamlined Cactus Derby sponsored 
by the Riverside Bombers M.C. Old 
Derby chasers BillWesson and Frank 
Chase, backed.up by Bud Howseman 
and young Dick Chase, have taken 
over the layout chores the last few 
years and have given this classic 
an all-new look. Starting time is now 
a civilized 7a.m., all the impossible 
hills are long gone, and the distance 
has been whittled down to a more 
contemporary 150 miles, consisting 
of three loops working out of a 
whistle stop known as Slash X, 
about 8 miles south of Barstow, 
California. 

As if to compensate for the attri- 
tion of yore, the lime-laying crew of 
today takes great delight in seeing 


how many starters they can get 
across the finish line. Last year 
was some sort of a record, with 50% 
of the entries going the distance, 
but the run coming up may break that 
record, for the course is shorter 
and,if possible, easier yet. Not that 
the trail is glass-smooth — far from 
it, there's not a mile of highway in 
it — but it’s a justeright combination 
of scenic tracks through virgin val- 
leys that last echoed to the creak- 
ing wheels of ore wagons descend- 
ing from the old Lucky Strike Mine. 

The first loop, the longest at 62 
miles, is designed for the ladies and 
the Trailbikes and, like most of the 
remainder of the course, calls for an 
easy gait of 24 miles per hour. And 
to show how sure they are that even 
the peanut butter brigade will make 
it, the Bombers are adding a new 
trophy, a Junior Trailbike Class for 
the first rider under 16 years of age. 

Ladies Too 

The Women's Class is divided in 
two: 0 to 100cc, and 101cc and up. 
However, the nature of the overall 
run is so kindly towards those little 
popcorn roasters that the really 
hungry Trailbike jockeys may want 
to consider going the full 150-mile 
route, being eligible to ride all three 
loops by signing in the 250cc Class 
— it's okay with the sponsors. 

So come allyou Trailbikers, come 
all you beginners, the Cactus Derby 
is gonna be easy pickin's. Here's 
your chance to take home a big one, 
the second most cherished Enduro 
title in the West. Just one word of 
warning: we said you'll finish, but 
we didn't let out a peep about the 
devilishly cunning placement of the 
checks, so let's not get carried 
away with your mastery of all that 
keen cruisin’ country and forget to 
mark time. There’ll be a few pro’s 
running the clocks, too. Y’all come!

13,000 MILES WITH SUZUKI'S H HUSTLER OR,THE 


JAPANESE THINK OF ALMOST EVERYTHING

“0-60 in six seconds? With a 250? 
And a two-stroke? Are yousure you’re 
not putting me on?” 

“Yes, and you get a 12 month/ 
12,000 mile warranty on all major 
components, oil injection system 
which provides lubrication directly 
to the bearings, a 29 hp. engine, 
cruising speed of 85 mph, six speed 
gearbox, superior handling...” spout- 
ed the salesman at San Bernardino’s 
TWO WHEELER in one effusive 
breath of Suzukilanguage. 

I took two steps backward in dis- 
belief and was about to turn my eyes 
in the direction of a sensible, old- 
fangled English motorcycle—— the 
kind that I knew and I could trust. 

The salesman, sensing my old 
guard antipathy toward anything but 
good old occidental motorcycles, 
straightened his tie and looked me 
squarely in the eyes. His hand was 
clutching a comparative road test 
booklet and he assumed a defensive 
stance: 


In Black And White 

“Well, if you don’t believe me, I 
can prove it to you. It’s right here in 
black and white. Just read it, you'll 
find out," he said as he waved the 
brochure in front of my face. 

“Aw, come on now, you know 
very well that's nothing but a bunch 
Of factory propaganda," I retorted, 
stuffed the booklet in my pocket and 
motored off in my classic foreign 
limousine. 

A few months later, when it came 
to actually buy a motorcycle, I re- 
membered the enthusiastic salesman 
and the road test booklet which 
praised the X-6 with ethereal lan- 
guage. Iwas unable to find a decent 
and proper English motorcycle for 
the amount of money I was prepared 
to spend and decided that I would 
see what the Japanese had to offer. 

Back to the TWO WHEELER I 
went. I buttonholed my salesman and 
said “Stoke me up on the X-6!" He 
said that the best way to do that 
was to let me take a spinon one. He 
promptly picked a red one out of the 
line, fired it up, and took it down 
the road to clean out the plugs.When 
he came back, I was waiting patient- 
ly with helmet and goggles in hand, 
quivering with trepidation. After all, 
I had never ridden one of those ori- 
ental two-stroke devices before in 
my life. How could I know that it 
wouldn't treat me unkindly and pitch 
me off at the first opportunity? 

“Wind ‘er up to about seven grand 
before you shift” the salesman 
shouted over the din produced by 
the twin exhausts. “And watch out 
for the cops!” 

“Okay,” I replied and I dialed on 
the power, dropped the clutch and 
anticipated a slow getaway. BANZAI! 
I pulled a wheelie out of the lot and 
scared myself into a state of tem- 
porary catatonis. Off the power and 
smoothly on again. Oops, there's 
seven grand. Shift! Another wheelie! 
Shift again. And again! Wow, the 
speedo reads 80 mph.— in a 35 
zone too! Better head for the free- 
way to see if it really has six gears. 
Shift again and AGAIN! Yup, there it 
is, unmistakably— A SIXTH GEAR! 

I was drunk with pleasure, shift- 
ing those wonderful gears up and 
down continually. About an hour 
later I pulled back into the shop, 
having thoroughly convinced myself 
that this would be my next motorcycle. 

P11 Take It! 

“T’ll take it!” I gasped, elated by 
the fact that the X-6 felt as fast as 
the common-sensical English 500 I 
once possessed.. 

“But would it last? 

Eight months later, the odometer 
reads just a shade over 13,000 miles 
— well past the liberal factory war- 
ranty. The bike is not quite as shiny 
as it once was and the paint is 
somewhat faded and pockmarked 
from the stones cast-off by passing 
gravel trucks. But performance? 
ZOWIE! And warranty claims? NONE! 

Oh, sure, there were the usual 
wear and tear replacements. Plugs 
had to be changed at 1,000 mile in- 
tervals until I found out that for my 
particular (flat-out) riding, a heat 
range colder than specified for the 
factory was more desirable. They 
now require changing at 4,000 mile

intervals (same as the points) to in- 
sure good performance. The rear tire 
wore out at the 6,000 mile mark and 
had to be replaced, 


Pre-Stretched Chain? 

Ditto forthe drive chain. It packed 
up sooner than expected, even though 
it was treated with the best of care. 
The factory claims that the X-6 is 
fitted with “pre-stretched racing 
chain” but they haven’t convinced 
me because it continued to stretch 
noticably any time the machine was 
ridden more than ten orfifteen miles. 
But other than that, the Hustler ran 
trouble free and never poked its 
front wheel into the service depart- 
ment, except of course, for periodic 
checkups. 

Duringthe entire 13,000 miles the 
bike was used daily for transporta- 
tion purposes and for an occasional 
pleasure trip. Even during the hot- 
test weather it pulled smoothly up 
the steepest inclines without the 
slightest indication of succumbing

After 13,000 demanding miles, Hartmut’s Suzuki X-6 Hustler remains in top-top shape, 


to that old two-cycle bugaboo — en- 
gine seizure. The X-6 is one two- 
stroke you don’t have to ride with 
two fingers on the clutch lever at all 
times, expecting it to lock up when- 
ever you charge up a long, steep 
hill. 

It should be added that my treat- 
ment of the X-6 could hardly be 
describedas gentle.I always motored 
about with a generous application of 
the throttle and once I used it con- 
tinuously for about five hours at 
racing speeds during à road race 
practice session. It suffered through 
all punishments subjected. without 
any adverse effects whatsoever. 


Leaves Them Sitting 

How does itperform on the street? 
Well, at the stoplight it leaves every- 
thing in its wake and literally out- 
hustles anything on two wheels, in- 
cluding motorcycles of twice its 
capacity. There are few bikes which 
will give it a good run, with the ex- 
ception of 650's and 750’s. Those it 
will only clean out to about 65 mph. 
And that’s the legal freeway speed 
anyway. 

Three weeks ago I pulled down 
the barrels to check them for wear. 
The bike had gone so long without 
mechanical attention that I couldn’t 
stand it any longer and just HAD TO 
fiddle with it. To my bewilderment I 
found that the operation was a total 
waste of time because there wasn’t 
enough wear to talk about. Also 
probably because of the efficient 
operation ofthe oil-injection system, 
the heads and ring grooves showed 
less carbon formation than one would 
expect to find on an exceptionally 
clean running four-cycle engine. 
Saddened by the fact that I had 
nothing to play with, adjust or re- 
place, I carefuly put everything 
back together and threw in a new 


set of rings for good measure. 
Goodies Galore 

One thing the tearedown operation 
convinced me of, however. And that 
is that the Japanese think of every- 
thing. As a former race car mechanic 
and an individual who appreciates 
subtle mechanical perfections, I was 
simply agog at the ingenuity dis- 
played by the factory. 

I thought about. stuffing the crank- 
case for added performance. The 
crankcase is stuffed. 

How about that tedious job of 
lubricating the cables? They have 
grease fittings. 

Clutch and brake levers that droop 
and twist due to vibration? Not a 
chance! Cotter keys and lock nuts 
eliminate that problem. 

An electrical system that leaves 
you in the lurch now and then? Im- 
possible! Gobs of insulation and 
shock absorbing material applied 
around the bulbs prevent the em- 
barrassment of being stranded at 
night without lights. 

A tool kit whose sole functional 
purpose is to give you something 
heavy to throw at the d--—ed thing 
when it lets you down? Forget it! 
The X-6 toolbag is stuffed with 
enough goodies for major surgery 
just short of dismantling the crank- 
Shaft. That takes an enormous hy- 
draulic press. 

Add to that a myriad of cotter 
keys, lock nuts, clips, gadgets and 
fittings in places where you would 
least expect to find them — all de- 
Signedtokeepthe machine from com- 
ing unglued. 


Psychedelic Paint Job 

Even the aluminum brightwork is 
covered with some kind of clear 
coating, making polishing unneces- 
sary.. The machine stays relatively 


clean anyway and all thatis required 
to remove road grime and to make it 
sparkle like newis a rag and a buck- 
et of soapy water. Commercial de- 
greasing compounds raise holy h--- 
with Suzuki's candy apple colors 
and when applied, produce a rather 
psychedelic effect on the paint job. 
Better stay away from that stuff! 
Slicker Than What? 

Yes, the Japanese think of every- 
thing. But didn'tIsay almost every- 
thing? Guess I did, for there is 
something that could be improved. 
And that is the tire department. The 
Suzuki's handling is just one step 
removed from being sublime (that 
term is reserved for all-out racing 
equipment). But the Hustler handles 
exceptionally well — unless it rains. 
Thenit becomes treacherous because 
of the marginal performance of the 
tires, which are quite frankly inferior 
when compared to the rest of the 
motorcycle. The slightest precipita- 
tion on the road surface has the un- 
desirable effect of making the rear 
end slicker than deer guts on a door 
knob. To say that higher quality 
tires should be fitted if one intends 
to do any serious riding in the rain 
would be the understatement of the 
year. 

That's the real nitty-gritty lowe 
down on the Suzuki X-6 Hustler, an 
almost perfect motorcycle. I hear 
rumors though that the Hamamatsu 
wizards are coming out with am alle 
new 500cc twin that is supposed to 
be so fast that it will make all but 
the stout-hearted tremble. Perhaps, 
for this one, the Japanese will think 
of everything!

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ADVENTURE 
AT BIG BEAR 


by William L. Pettigrew 


Big Bear, California lures thou- 
sands of tourists and Southem Cali- 
fornians to its lake shore every 
year, Many come every year to soak 
up the brilliant sun and breathe the 
clean crisp air. Many come, but few 
know that the area is fabulously 
rich in historical events of the 
1800's. 

There are areas within a few 
short miles that have a history as 
fantastic as any in California. The 
two-wheel mode of transportation has 
many advantage here. 

Big Bear Valley is located in the 
San Bernardino Mountains of Cali- 
fornia. It was discovered by Benja- 
min David Wilson, a young settler 
from Tennessee. Mr. Wilson and a 
group of 22 other early Californians 
stumbled upon the Valley while

hunting an Indian war party that had 
raidedthe San Bernardino area. This 
early-1800 discovery quickly led to 
further development of the area. 


How To Get There 

As you approach Big Bear from 
the San Bernardino side of the 
mountain, take a left at the fork 
which is North Shore Drive. Proceed 
for about 6-7 miles to a sign, posted 
on the left-hand side of the road, 
that says Van Duzen Canyon, and 
Upper Holcomb Valley. This is your 
starting point for two-wheeled ad- 
venture. 

As you start climbing up the 
winding road through Van Duzen 
Canyon you immediately notice the 
cool breezes that are ever-present. 
Off to your right is the Canyon it- 
self, a canyon that holds millions 
in gold in its protective clutches. 
The story goes that a man named 
Van Duzen, a blacksmith by trade, 
and a partner struck a very rich 
claim somewhere in the canyon in 
1860's. As legend tells it, Van 
Duzen and his partner decided to 
haul most of the gold they had dug 
out down to San Bernardino, Califor- 
nia, As it turns out Van Duzen had 
chosen a brigard and not a partner. 
This partner decided that a large 
fortune was better than a small one 
and killed Van Duzen in their cabin. 
This partner made his getaway good 
and never returned, and to this time 
no one knows where the actual mine 
is. 

Afterthe short ride up the canyon 
you emerge into the upper half of 
Holcomb Valley. After gold was dis- 
covered in the area hoards of people 
poured into the valley. A town was 
set up almost overnight and named 
Bellville, after Van Duzen’d daugh- 
ter. I might mention here that Bell- 
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ville,at one time, had 1/8 the entire 
population of San Bernardino county. 
It lost by two votes of becoming the 
county seat. 

There are many points of interest 
in Holcomb Valley but perhaps the 
most striking is Hangman’s Tree. It 
is reported that they hanged as 
many as four men on that tree at 
one time. 

At this point in our trip we had 
the good fortune to meet an old timer 
from this area, Reginald Randle. 
Mr. Randle mentioned several im- 
portant facts to us, one of which 
was that the real Hangman's Tree 
was approximately 150 yards from 
the tree designated by the Forest 
Service. We tooled over to the tree 
in question and through a quick ob- 
servation found it to be a more suit- 
able tree for neck-stretching parties. 

Just to the left of Hangman’s 
Tree was the legendary old Octagon 
House. This was the center of the 
gold mining town of Bellville. The 
house was one of the most unique 
works ‘ever devised by the art of 
carpentry. One side of the room held 
a beautiful all-wood bar. The other 
side held a series of rooms for each 
facet of the octagon in which the 
dance hall girls entertained their 
weary customers. 

As we parked the bikes and went 
out looking for the foundation of the 
old house, Mr. Randle popped up to 
inform us that it had been covered 
by sifting dirt from the stream that 
ran through the area each spring. 

We climbed onto our iron horses 
and proceded up the road to the site 
of Wilbur’s Grave. This marked grave 
is the grave of the first county re- 
corder for San Bernardino. He died 
in September, 1900. 


About this time we decided to 








Many of California’s scenic wonders are within a few short miles of metropolitan Los Angeles, 
such as the breathtaking view overlooking Big Bear Lake, 


stop our bikes for a bite to eat. As 
you pass Wilbur’s Grave, off to the 
left is a small lake under the tall 
Ponderosa and Jack Pine. This is 
an ideal place to camp if you plan 
to take an overnight two-wheel ad- 
venture. 

After lunch we proceeded back 
down the mountain only to find we 
had missed Marble Canyon, so up 
we went again. This was the most 
difficult part of the trip and we 
would advise notattemptingit unless 
you are à seasoned trailer. As we 
came out of the canyon and started 
back down, we passed through part 
of Chicapee Canyon and were lucky 
enoughto have a clear day. We could 
see all the way to the desert floor, 
thousands of feet below. 

Continuing downthrough Holcomb 
Valley we passed several cabins 
still standing from the Gold Rush 
days. After about two miles we 
emerged onto a bluff cverlooking 
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Baldwin Lake several hundred feet 
below. Baldwin Lake was named 
after Lucky Baldwin, the extremely 
successfulfinancier. Lucky also had 
& minein the Bellville area that was 
reported to have produced from 10 
to 12 million dollars in gold. 

Our. Honda and Bultaco, both 
brand new, performed beautifully. We 
would like to thank Norm Best of 
Norm Best Motors for the loan of the 
new Honda. We would also like to 
thank Doug Yerkes at Bvltaco West- 
ern for the use of the very strong 
200cc Mecurio. This was the ending 
of our trip as we pulled into a gas 
station near North Shore on Big 
Bear Lake. It was a ride that brought 
out the sensation you get from com- 
ing close to a long-ago but not- 
forgotten era. 

All in all the trip cost us a mea- 
ger $5.00 for the gas and lunch.

Steve Holiday (236) on a Hodaka came in fifth 
and took first novice. 

Wheelie Wheeler laid out a delightful course and because of the enthus- 
jastic respknse of the riders who showed up last Sunday, the future may 
bring another ‘‘Wheelie go.''

As many of our readers know, 
Cycle News is ever on the alert to 
warn riders of dangerous riding 
areas, especially when unmarked 
steel cables are involved. 

Ken Hazelwood of Anaheim found 
one — the hard way — last Sunday, 
and wishes to inform others. 

The location is in the desert, 
close to a spot where European 
Scrambles were once held. It's off 
Hwy. 395, out toward Phelan Road. 
Turning left on Phelan Rd., the spot 
is approximately two miles (or three / 
dips) later. 

There, on top of a hill on the 
side of the railroad tracks is a dirt 
road, which heads to the left. The 
| road branches into two paths, both 
| of which lead to a small (20x20') 
brick building. 

One road is clear, the other has 
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two cables — one stretched across 
it. There are no flags or other mark- 
ings on the cables. 

Eo Hazelwood's bike cleared the 
first foot-high cable but he was 
abruptly halted by the higher one, 
and thrown from his machine. He was 
injured, though fortunately not seri- 

| ously, and wanted to let other riders 
know of the hazard. 

Hazelwood may not have been the 
first rider to come to grief at that 
particular location, for he found a 
broken clutch handle lying close by.

31 Votes For The Riders 

Chartered clubs will gain re- 
presentationto the Congress through 
the assignment of twenty-five dist- 
ricts across the United Sates. Clubs 
in each district would elect one 
representative to the Congress. 
These districts will be grouped into 
three regions - Eastern, Central 
and Western. All members who hold 
current professional competition 
licenses will be eligible to vote 


for two delegates from their region, 
selected from a ballot of professio- 
nal racers. Six delegates in all 
will come from the three regions. 


Industry Each Get Two 

All industry members who are 
either.manufacturers or distributors 
of two wheeled vehicles will send 
two representatives to the congress. 

Two AMA staff members will 
attend; the Director of Compeition 
andthe Executive Director, who will 
serve as Chairman of the Congress. 

If the congress idea is adopted 
the first official meeting of the 
group would take place in November 
of 1968 to set the rules for 1969. It 
is important that new people have 
some time prior to the first meeting 
to campaign and communicate with- 
in their districts. This makes it 
necessary to hold the district elec- 
tions as early as possible. 

The present Competition Com- 
mittee will meet as scheduled, 
October 29 through November 1, 
1967 to set the rules for *68.

Inthe Main Mert Lawwill and Freddie 
Nix crashed on the line, so they had 
a restart. Something apparently hap- 
pened to Nix’s bike as he never made 
it to the line for the restart. 

We had decided early in the eve- 
ning to caravan with Darrel Dovel to 
Atlanta, Georgia for a half-mile on 
Sunday. So with pickup loaded and 
parked at the gates, as soon as the 
checkered flag dropped at Springfield 
we raced for the truck and headed for 
Atlanta. Six hundred and thirty-five 
miles and thirteen hours later we ar- 
rived in Atlanta, sort of punchy from 
no sleep but real happy to see the 
sun for a change. This was the first 
time motorcycles had ever run on 
this track and it was in beautiful 
shape. I can say one thing, these

Much more is at stake than just 
the three remaining wins and the 
National title. For example, Gary 
Nixon now has won four Nationals 
this year and is just one win away 
from tieing the season record of five 
held by Bart Markel and Joe Leonard. 
Gary could well become the first to 
win six in one season and break the 
long standing mark. 

Another big question mark. Will 
Nixon become the first rider to bring 
Triumph its first Grand National 
title? 

Yet another, will Mert Lawwill 
save the day and the year for H- 
and bring the title back to California? 

Perhaps the biggest question of 
all is, “Will an out of state rider 
finally win the 8-Miler at Ascot for 
the first time in nine years?” Or, 
“Will an Ascot regular finally win 
the Sacramento mile title for the 
first time in nine years?” 

These are just a few highlights 
behind the scenes for the biggest 
National month in the history of 
racing. It is a far cry from ten years 
ago when California was blessed 
with only one lonesome National 
each season. 

Here is the way we see the com- 
ing events: 


8-MILE NATIONAL AT ASCOT

Sammy Tanner has won the last 
three in a row. He’s the pre-race 
favorite, of course, but the "Flying 
Flea" has not been having his usual 
season this year and has more com- 
petition than. ever before in the 
nine-year history of the event. Last 
year Markel won the Main Event the 
week after the National and Nixon 
won it the week after that. Both 
were more than impressive.
